6. Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 03/10/2009 
have been fully considered and they are found persuasive. 

7. The rejection of claims 18-29 and 31 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

8. Claims 18-23, 25-29 and 31 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art located or identified by the 
Examiner is EP 0 694 575 Al (hereinafter "'575") & GB 1,043,485 
(hereinafter '*^' 485"). Neither ^575 nor M85 teaches or 
suggests the use or a borane or an ylide to assist in 
polymerization .
